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FIRE ‘RECORD 


Fire records are made by people — those who cause fires 
and those who control them. Your forest fire warden, deputy 
wardens, fire chief and firemen have, in spite of a prolonged 
drought, made one of the best fire control records in recent 
years. Despite a very dry spring, we in New Hampshire work- 
ing together, have substantially reduced our fire incidence (885 
in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town organi- 
zaiton jointly carrying out programs of forest fire pre- 
vention, training and suppression with dedicated per- 
sonnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control program 
and your individual effort in practicing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improvement. 
Major problems are still with us; (1) the careless disposal 
of cigarettes; () the householder’s carelessness in burning rub- 
bish; (3) the failure of woodlot owners and contractors to 
completely extinguish their brush burning fires; (4) failure to 
extinguish camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing with 
matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to be 
protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this area 
and restricted acreage burned to 395 acres — a fine testimonial 
to the efficiency and dedication of the men who make up our 
forest fire control organization. 


1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are 
not issued between 9:00 a. m. and 5:00 p. m. except on 
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rainy days. Permits are not needed when the ground is 
covered with snow. To minimize risk the best way to 
dispose of rubbish is at your authorized town or munici- 
pal dumping area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 
3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 


4. Most important — Instruct your children that matches 
are not play things.

In the past, the superintendent’s report to the voters of 
Piermont has been of a general nature but this year I would 
like to change the format and attempt to deal with specifics 
within the Piermont School District . 


This year, we have changed the teaching structure at the 
Piermont Village School and have departmentalized grades 5-8. 
Several reasons are responsible for this change: 


1) Children now mature intellectually at a much earlier 
age and therefore are ready for specialized teaching. 


2) Teachers are teaching in their specialized field where 
their preparation and interest help motivate our 
youngsters. 


Federal control has been a much-discussed topic during 
the past year with the advent of Title I (PL 89-10) funds. In 
Piermont we have been able to purchase new desks for our 
seventh and eighth grade students and also additional audio- 
visual aid materials for teacher use. We feel these funds have 
materially aided our school and, if these monies continue to 
be allocatd, will help us improve our local educational situa- 
tion. 


Our tax assessment for school purposes has increased 
1,637.18 for the school year 1967-68. Budget increaees are due 
in part to increased tuition coosts for high school youngsters. 
Some examples of tuition increases follow : 


SCHOOL 1966-67 1967-68 
Bradford $610.00 $650.00 
Orford yu eeal 589.00 
Haverhill 500.00 550.00 
Thetford 425.00 500.00 
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In preparing the school budget we have not budgeted for 
extra tuition students who may move into the area in the fu- 
ture. Tuition costs and teachers’ salaries are the major items in 
the school budget. Unfortunately, they will continue at an al- 
arming pace since we are in the midst of a teacher shortage and 
an inflationary period in our history. As long as our economy 
continues to boom so will our school budget soar. 


It is too early to tell what type of foundation aid program 
will be adopted by the 1967 legislature but at the present time 
the thinking is that each school district will receive a flat grant 
for each student in attendance and, another phase of the for- 
mula would be to equalize educational opportunity as we now 
have. If this plan does transpire Piermont would then receive 
some state aid. 


In ending, may I extend my sincere appreciation to the 
school board, teachers and the people of Piermont for their 
excellent cooperation during the past year.

In February, during Dental 
Health Week, Dr. Jamback visited the 3rd grade classroom 
and gave an interesting talk on good dental care. With the help 
of student volunteers he gave a demonstration on proper tooth 
brushing. We want to thank Dr. Jamback for taking time to 
help with this special program. 


Heaf tbc skin tests were done in grade 1, 4 and 8. 30 
pupils and 2 adults were tested.One pupil had a follow-up chest 
x-ray at Woodsville when the Chest x-ray Mobile Unit was in 
the area. 


All pupils in grades 1, 4 and 8 were offered the Tetanus 
and Diptheria Booster. The vaccine is furnished by the State 
and Dr. Eastman gave the immunizations at school. 21 pupils 
and 1 adult received the Boosters. 


Several professional meetings were attended during the 
year. Three conferences were held at the White Mountain 
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Community Services, Inc., Center at Littleton. School nurses 
from the surrounding towns met with the doctors and social 
workers. Problems were discussed and possible solutions sug- 
gested. Pychological testing and counseling is available through 
this center. We are fortunate to have the services of this Cen- 
ter, located in the North Country. 


I want to thank Mr. Mullen, Miss Lavoie, the teachers, 
parents and pupils for their continued interest and cooperation 
in the school health program.
